T H E Root hath the Appearance of the true 
Ipecacuana, Branching from the Centifi every 
Wav near the Top of the Ground, or about two 


or three Inches deep, from which rifefh one .stalk, 
finely chaneled with redilh Lines; from the' Sides 
of which grow alternately, about the Diftance ol 
two Inches, from near the Bottom to the Top three 
diftinft Leaves, two Inches long, and near anlncs 
broad, finely toothed round the Edges, and pomtd 
at the Ends, but joined near the Stalk ; out of the 
Bofom of which arifeth Branches of every Side thi 
Stalk, which are in large Plants again divided into 
feveral Branches, and three Leaves joined together 
accompany the Beginning of every Branch, both 
which diminilh the nearer they are to the Top 
where there is commonly, fet upon Poor-Stalks hal 
an Inch long, three white Flowers, confiding of five 
Leaves to each Flower : The Plant groweth fra 
wo Foot to four Foot high, in hilly Ground ; >■ 
thefe Northern Provinces the whole Plant is bitte 
in Tafte. Thisis the true INDIAN PHYSIC1
